And What Have You

We borrowed the following from 
“Today’s F a rm e r” magazine. 
We 
thought it was appropriate. 
“ With all the beef about high m eat 
prices, I decided to run an unofficial 
study of the situation at our local 
grocery store. 
I parked myself at the checkout 
c o u n ter first. P re s e n tly , a lady 
shopper shoved her cart into the slot 
by the cash register. I watched her 
unload a giant-sized box of washing 
powder, a family-size tube of tooth­ 
paste, a tablecloth (our grocery store 
sells about everything), a carton of 
cigarettes, a six pack of beer, a four- 
pack of toilet tissue, a loaf of bread, a 
half-gallon of milk, a pound of bacon 
and a package of lunch meat. 
“ I ’ll swear, I don’t know how we’re 
going to eat if food prices get any 
higher,” said the lady shopper. She 
waved the package of lunchmeat in 
the air. “ I have to feed my family this 
stuff,” she said. “ We just can’t afford 
to eat steaks and chops and roasts 
anym ore.” 
I got a quick look at the lable on the 
package and went to the m eat counter 
to check it out. The package con­ 
tained six ounces of lunch meat, and 
sold for 45 cents. That comes to $1.20 a 
pound, if my arithmetic isn’t acting 
up on me. 
In the sam e meat case, chuck steak 
was 79 cents a pound. Loin pork chops 
were the sam e price. And a special on 
Choice T-bone had them at $1.39 a 
pound. That gave me something to 
think about. 
While I was thinking, another lady 
came to 
the meat 
case. 
I 
was 
acquainted with her. Her husband is a 
mechanic at the garage where they 
charge me $7.50 an hour to work on 
my pick-up. 
“ M eat’s awfully high, isn’t it?” the 
lady said. 
“Compared with w hat?” 
“ Well....compared with just 
six 
months ago,” she said, surprised like. 
“ The g o v ern m en t 
ought 
to 
do 
something about it.” 
I sensed that it would do no good to 
explain that six months ago cattle 
feeders were just starting to make a 
little profit and pork producers were 
barely breaking even. 
“ You’re right,” I said. “ I think they 
ought to roll prices back to what they 
were 20 years ago.” 
“ Now you’re talking,” said Mrs. 
Mechanic. She paused a moment, 
then asked: “What were meat prices 
20 years ago?” 
“ About the sam e as now,” I said. 
“ In fact, in 1951, farm ers got a little 
more for Choice steers than they got 
this year. What were mechanics’ 
wages 20 years ago?” 
“ I...uh...well, I don’t rem em ber, 
exactly,” she said. “ Are you sure 
farm ers aren ’t getting any more for 
their beef now than they were 20 
years ago?” 
“ Positive,” I said. “ The retail price 
of beef is some higher, but farm 
prices are no higher than 20 years 
ago.” 
“ I didn’t know th a t,” she said, 
wheeling her cart toward the diary 
case. 
“Too many people don’t,” I called 
after her. 
I felt so good about having educated 
a “ consum er” that I looked around 
for another one. A young lady was 
aiming her cart 
in 
my 
general 
direction. 
“ How do you feel about 
meal 
prices, m a ’a m ? ” 
“ Oh, I don’t mind high meat prices 
so much, since I’ve hit on a system ,” 
she said. 
“ What kind of system ?” 
“ Well, when m eat prices go up, I 
just shift my menu planning to other 
d is h e s ,” she ex palin ed, angling 
tow ard the frozen fish section. 
“ Y es?” 
“ Sure. For instance, instead of 
beef, we now have fish three times a

president of the National Cotton 
Council commented today on 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s action banning DDT. 
Charles 
F. 
Youngker, 
Buckeye, Ariz., said the action 
is a critical blow to cotton 
growers who are already hard 
pressed to lower production 
costs. 
The order and general opinion 
banning DDT as of December 
31, 
1972, 
were 
released 
yesterday 
by 
E P A 
Ad­ 
ministrator 
William 
D. 
Ruckelshaus. 
“ This means that in order to 
control pests in a large part of 
the Cotton Belt, cotton growers 
will have to turn to more ex­ 
pensive insecticides, to those 
that are hazardous to man, 
animals, 
bees 
and 
other 
beneficial insects, and that will 
have to be used about twice as 
often. 
We 
are 
already en­ 
countering some of these dif­ 
ficulties in Arizona as a result of 
an earlier ban on DDT by the 
state,” Mr. Youngker added. 
He also pointed out that 
alternative insecticides delay 
crop maturity, an important 
factor in 
the long growing 
season required for cotton. 
“ We are as concerned as 
anyone about protecting the 
environment. Cotton producers 
are spending nearly $2.5 million 
a year on research to find ways 
to control insects biologically or 
with greatly reduced quantities 
of insecticides. 
“ But realization of these 
goals is still not in sight and 
setbacks like this certainly are 
not incentive to growers to 
continue the risks incurred in 
raising cotton,” he observed. 
Mr. Youngker said DDT is 
used, alone or in combination 
with other insecticides, on more 
than 35 percent of the cotton 
acreage from Texas to the 
Atlantic coast. It is used ex­ 


tensively to control the two 
most destructive pests — the 
boll weevil and bollowrm. 
In the Lower Rio Grande 
Valley it is of major importance 
in checking the tobacco bud­ 
worm — a pest which resists all 
currently registered cotton 
insecticides.
